German money these days should be 


measured in pecks and bushels. For a 
few American dollars one can get enough 
Gcruisn paper money to fill a waste bas- 
ket. Speculative gentlemen who bought 
-German currency are asking ''Will the 


v 


German mark ever come back? How high 
can it go? AVas l,an easy mark in buying 
German marks?' (As usual, history^has a 
similar situation. 
' In. 1789 French revolutionists needed 
money. 
They printed 
400.000.000 


francs of treasury notes. The first issue 
of these sold at par. By 1793. about 
!i.000.000.000 of these francs were in 
circulation and their value had depreciat- 
ed, four-fifths. French authorities did ev- 
erything possible to restore their paper 
money to par. They passed laws; making 
it a death penalty for refusing to accept 
lhe money at face value. These laws had 
310 effect. Late in 1796 there -were 45.- 
000.000.000 paper francs in circlation. 
ffhcir face value was $9.000.000.000, 
•but the total purchasing power of the 
whole lot/ was less than $9,000.000. 
iThcse paper francs, known as •'"jissigii-- 
ats." were worth only, one-thousandth of 
their face value. So even the French gov- 
ernment refused 'to atcept them. 
The 


wastepaper man carried them away.' 


It will be interesting to watch how long 


it takes before the value of the German 
paper mark reaches the vanishing^oiut. 
Germany aiow has in circulation about 
95.060,006,000 paper ~ marks. Ninety- 
live paper jnarks have" aboui 'one mark'in 
gold back of them. Such a depreciated, 
currency with nothing back of it will never 
retnrujLo'par..History repeats and the Ger- 
man mark seems to be following the down-, 


. ward path to join the- French assiguats. 


!A day of reckoning may come when the 
Brakes will be put on and the whole issue of 
German marks called in for replacement, 
with, Nsay one gold niark issued for each 
200 paper marks. The AVall Street Jour- 
nal .recently remarked that bankers say: • 
"In all'vprobability the mark will decline 
ifurtlier and may^ventually cease to have 
iiuy value whatever." Anything that is in- 
flated sufficiently usually explodes and dis- 
appears altogether. It takes something 
aiiore than government to clothe money 
ivrith value.

FOREIGN TRADE STUDIES IN 


COLLEGES 


*. Many universities and colleges arc now. 
offering special courses in foreign cora- 
anerce. The committee of fifteen on educa- 
'lional preparation for foreign 
service, 


Twhich has been making an investigation of 
lhe.sc studies for the federal government. 
Xcports that there has J>een a remarkable 
growth of this educational feature in tlic 
pa&t five years, and that the largest scho- 
lastic attendance is in Seattle and Neiv 
lYork/Cily. Two unsatisfying inferences 
relative to our interest in international 
'commerce stand out conspicuously, how- 


ever. One is that --vc have not yet attained 
an adequate realization* of the great future 
importance of the United Stales as a fac- 
tor m.ivorld-business. TJm other is that we 
liavc not. as a general proposition, devel- 
oped fully the right ideas as to what con-" 
slijutcs study in foreign commerce. All in 
all. there is but very little difference be- 
tween foreign and domestic •trade. Oilier 
nations have surplus products which they 
must market in tlic Unifc'd Sia'tcs "or cl«c- 
ivlicrc. Many of thcsci products-we ^uccU 
for industrial purposes. AYe have agricul- 
tural and industrial products -which we 
jnussl sell abroad, and the number and 
quantities of these surplus products arc 
.increasing. 
- 


The jncchanismNof foreign trade 3s somc- 


•n-hat; but not greatly different from that 
of domestic trade, and it 5s comparatively 
easy to learn. • H is a simple jrattcr to 
learn what various countries havc_ to s,cll 
and what they want to buy. These and 


subjects require not only careful 


-,', but s.omc experience, aud tlicy arc 
ii thoroughly ia the leading cduca- 


(ional institutions. H is not 
sufficient, 


however, to bludy international- commerce 
;iud its workings. It is necessary also to 
master two or three languages, and what 
is of special importance, get the interna- 
tional point of view. 
AYfc must accommo- 


date ourselves to the commercial and liv- 
ing ideas of otu- customers, and try to sec 
business and life as they do. A large per- 
centage of tlic people of European nations 
arc familiar with two Or throe languages. 
!Most of us know only one. European 
business concerns have adapted themselves 
to tlic international viewpoint. Students 
of foreign commerce mus>t regard the mas- 
tering of a few tongues as a fundamental- 
part ol' their preparation. And business 
iiifelilutions must not only appreciate the 
necessity of American participation in in- 
ternational commerce on a large scale, but 
also seek the international point of view.

RECORDS SHOW THAT MOST MEN 


ARE HONEST ' 


Statistics kept by one of the large fidcli- 


t3* insurance companies indicate {hat nine- 
ty-nine per cent of the men identified with 
business-are honest. Of the 7.000.000 per- 
sons bonded by this concern only 70.000 
or one per cent, become defaulters, and 
only one one-huudredths of one per cent, 
or 1.000. deliberately Avere guilty of dis- 
honesty. Of all the defalcations, three- 
fourths were by young men under thirty 
years of age. who arc not really dishon- 
est, but commit mistakes through in- 
experience. "The best man."' says Frcd- 
crich'N. AVithey. A'ice president of the 
American Surety Company, "is the one 
who saves, the one who lives within his 
income, and who can liquidate at any time. 
It is the man who is harrasscd/by debt and 
irho is worried ,ovcr financial difficulties 
who succumbs to temptation." 


Honesty is -not always a result of in- 


"tegrity or character, but in many cases is 
due to convention. Propriety can come 
from no other source than the primary 
moral principle, and whether there is a 
true moral motive or not. the fact is un- 
questionable that there would be Jio con- 
ventional s>ense of honor without the ori- 
ginal cardinal rule of conduct. 


The law of'avcrages which maintains a 


high and encouraging state of general in- 
tegrity is the same that applies to politics, 
legislation, commerce, the church, the 
schools and all other affairs. In every hu- 
man, interest a certain standard is set by 
some kind of a.•minority, and it is the in- 
fluence exercised jointly by principle and 
by the activities of the* comparatively few 
persons adhering tenaciously to it that the.

dard or to come as near to it as possible.

rfm proud to take my" stand with these brave men. 
for it docs call for extraordinary moral courage for 
a, practicing: dentist to commit himself as an op- 
ponent of the ^toothbrush, considering the 
tooth- 


brush drills in the primary schools and the 30 years 
or more of' well nigh universal endorsement' the 
dentist R have given the toothbrush. 1 confess I'm 
a little w«ak in my own posHion. because I am still 
unceitain whether it is beneficial or detrimental 
or just useless for young children to brush thfir 
teeth daily or for mothers or nurses to brush the 
baby teeth. 
Of course, it stands to reason that if 


tooth brushing is worth while at all it is far more 
essential fo'r the baby teeth, from the cutting of the 
first tooth, than it is for the teeth of an adul:. Any 
dentist or oral hygiemst who purports to believe 
that brushing saves'the teeth, yet fails to empha- 
size the importance of regular brushing for the 
primary teeth, just doesn't mean anything to me. 


Granting it is necessary to brush the child's 


teeth daily, or even the adult's teeth occasionally, 
what is the best dentnfice to use? In my judgement 
plain soap is the peer, if not the superior, of any 
other such piepaiation we can find. I weigh this 
judgment against every essential feature—detergent 
or cleansing value, taste, antiseptic value, freedom 
Tom harmful effect, and economy.' I am an un- 
fortunate m&n. It does seem as tho I invariably 
choose the unpopular side of these questions. 


A recent invention of a toothbi ush made of some 


cheap fibre which suffices for one brushing, after 
which the brush is thrown away, suggests a seri- 
ous fault of the ordinary'toothbrush, namely, bac- 
.erial contamination from the time it is first used. 
We have hair and nail^ brushes which will stand 
boiling: a toothbrush .should be boiled before jcach 
brushing if it is to be sanitary. As ordinarily kept, 
the thing is an abomination. I feel safer in putting 
into my mouth a. brush which lias been pawed over 
on the> counter in the store than I do in using a 
brush I have already used once or several times, 
even tho the brush be washed with soap and water. 


If your dentist advises brushing the teeth, with or 


without any particular dcntrifice. he certainly knows 
best what your teeth need. But in the absenpc of 
such advice, I would suggest, for adults, brushing 
as iare!y as possible and then only with soap and 
water. Neither" a toothbrush nor a silk hat is a 
sign of gentle bi ceding.
